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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claim 14 is, drawn to detergent compositions wherein the cationic polymer is 
copolymer of acylamidopropyltrimonium chloride and acrylamide, classified in 
class 424, subclass 70.122. 

II. Claim 15 is, drawn to detergent compositions wherein the cationic polymer is 
silicone classified in class 424, subclass 70.12. 

III. Claim 16 is, drawn to detergent compositions wherein the cationic polymer is 
guar hydroxy propyl trimonium chloride classified in class 424, subclass 70.28. 

IV. Claim 1 7 is, drawn to detergent compositions wherein the cationic polymer is 
copolymer of vinylpyrrolidone/vinylimidazolium methosulfate copolymer, 
classified in class 424, subclass 70.15. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions II-IV and I are directed to related inventions. The related inventions are 
distinct if the (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a 
materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the inventions do not 
overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as claimed are not obvious 
variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the inventions as claimed are not obvious 
variants. The polymers are not only used in detergent compositions, they also can be used in hair 
styling compositions and thus have different effect. Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do 
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not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is nothing of record to show them to be 
obvious variants. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Claims l-13and 18-20 link(s) inventions I and II-IV. The restriction requirement 
between the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claims 1-13 
and 18-20. Upon the indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction 
requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or 
otherwise requiring all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104 Claims that require all the 
limitations of an allowable linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment 
is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted 
after final rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are 
governed by 37 CFR 1.312. 

Applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, the allowable linking claim, such 
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claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections 
over the claims of the instant application. Where a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable.
